Many a Mississippi river steam¬ 
boat, it is now'declared, was blown 
op in the old days when, in order tc 
win a race, the barrels of re^in in the 
cargo were broached to feed the fire*. 
Resins add heat value, not only to 
the good that contains them, but also 
to the coal. Being more resistant 
to decay und<r wafer than the wW 
cells and other tiseoes of the plant* 
and trees from which the peats oi 
bogs and coal-forming swamps art 
produced, the resin lumps and par 
tides are generally left to be buried 
in the peat deposits, even when most 
of the lurronnding wood, haa rotted 
away and disappeared. A careful 
examination of most brown lignite* 
and sub-bituminous coal will gener¬ 
ally reveal lump* of reSin that nr* 
visible to tb* naked eye. The coal 
mined in some localities contains 
abundant large lumps of resin, some 
as large as walnuts. In pistes th« 
glistenjfig amber-!ike resin forms s 
large part of the coal. Beautiful sam¬

Clean Poultry' House. 

One day's work will put the biggest 
•t the ordinary farm chicken houses 
ln first-class shape. The work should 
be started early In tho morning, and 
hurried along ao the whole Job. Includ¬ 
ing the whitewashing, may be complet¬ 
ed on the same day. The poles and 
perches should be whitewashed early 
anougb in tho day that they will he 
thoroughly dry before dark. Tho house 
will have to be left open for s' few 
hours after the walls are coated In or¬ 
der to let the excess or dampness es¬ 
cape.
